I.iliuokalani had been 
arrested for complicity with the in­ 
surgents, evidence having been se­ 
cured by the Government to justify 
her arrest. 
Martial law was still in 
effect when the Arawa left Houolulu. 


The uprising proved a complete 
fiasco, and after the defeat of the 
rebels in Manon valley they scat­ 
tered. 
Robert 
Wilcox, 
the half- 
breed leader, Sa.m Nowlein and Henry 
Nowlein and Henry Bertelman, in 
whose house the arms were stored, 
were 
all captured 
soon after 
the 
skirmish at Manon. 
They ^were in 
hiding near Honolulu, endeavoring 
to escape to neighboring islands when 
they were caught. 


These three leaders are now being 
tried for treason. 


The Government made a careful 
search of the residence of ex-Queen 
Lil at Washington place and found a 
large supply of dynamite bonds. The 


discovery led to her arrest on the 
charge of complicity with Wilcox and 
other conspirators.

This news from Auckland is just 
eight days later than the advices re­ 
ceived here on January 19th.

martial. 


The arrest of the Queen simply 
bears out the predictions made by 
Minister Hatch and others that the 
Queenwould be found as de«p in the 
plot os Wilcox and Nowlein.

Even her enemies, however, 
gave her credit for more shrewdness 
than to permit the - storage of arms 
and dynamite in her own residence. 
From what Dole has said in interviews 
it is plain that he will deport the 
Queen should the, evidence be con­ 
clusive that she knew anything of the 
storage of explosives ih her house. 


The evidence against Wilcox, Now 
lein and Bertelmann is so strong that 
they are sure to be punished. 
It may 
be that their plea of guilty will save 
them from death, but this is scarcely 
probable in Wilcox's case, as he has 
been twice before in the same place 
charged with the same crime, and 
each time he has been shown mercy, 
only to begin his plotting again, 


Nowlein probably took an active 
part in the purchase of weapons, and 
Bertelmann not 
only acted as re­ 
ceiver of the weapons, but he fired 
on the party to which young Carter 
belonged, and it was one of the gang 
that Bertelmann sheltered who killed 
Carter. 


If the leaders pleaded guilly one of 
the gang will doubtless make confes­ 
sion, and the whole truth of this latest 
opera bouffe revolution in the Para­ 
dise of the Pacific will come out.

Among the commissions which the 
Legislature will abolish, if it means 
well by the State, is the Railroad 
Commission. 
This body has 
never 
served the purpose for which it was 
intended and has often been a public 
disgrace. 
It 
was the offspring cf 
that unhonored 
body, the constitu­ 
tional convention of 1879, which in 
its innocent 
ignorance of practical 
politics conceived the dro.l notion 
that a railroad Commission would 
stand between the people and 
the 
railroad company and would prevent 
tie adoption of exo bi ant tariff-. 
A 
similar notion has prevailed at some 
time or other in twenty seven or eight 
other States of the Union, and there 
have been cases, as in New York and 
Massachusetts, where the commission 
rendered useful service. 
But in by 
far the greater number of ca<es the 
commission has eithe? been utterly 
useless, as in California, or has de­ 
feated its own object by preventing 
necessary J rail road extension, 
as in 
some of the grain States. 


In California the 
railrond com 
missions have always been divided 
between the railroad and the people, 
the former taking two of the three 
members, the latter one. The major­ 
ity ruled, of course, and the commis 
sion became a nonentity so far as 
restraint 
upon 
railroad policy was 
concerned. 
Sometimes the railroad 
company took a hand in the election, 
had its own two men nominated and 
saw to their election. 
Sometimes it 
a lowed 
the people 
to ^choose all 
three and dealt with two of them 
after election. 
They were generally 
found amenable to reason. 


There are no two opinions among 
the people of this State as to the 
utter uselessness of the commission 
for the purpose 
for which it was 
created. 
It has not succeeded in re- 
du;ing freights; the schedules which 
it has put forth from time to time 
have been impostures. 
It has merely 
served the purpose of the corporation 
in registering its decrees that rates 
should be governed by the 
time, 
honored rule that freights should be 
all the traffic will bear and

completion of suoh canvass, Bald legisla­ 
tive body shall cause a record thereof to
